Rejection. The IBM reference discloses forming and filling recesses in a green sheet for making a multilayer module. Amedola is pertinent 
to how recesses can be formed in a green sheet, that being by using an embossing die at pressures of 500-3000 psi at 75-95 degrees C, 
Vitriol is pertinent to providing a multilayer module with electrical components and Prabhu is pertinent to bonding a multilayered module 
to a metal base by co-firing after attaching a green multilayered module to the metal base. The references as combined suggest the 
methods as claimed. 
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
